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Jeremy Grossman, Federal Realty’s leasing manager, said he wanted to “thank people 
from the Wellesley community for coming to Linden Square and shopping our stores.” The 
stores, which began opening a couple of months ago, “are reporting strong openings for 
the most part.” 


On the south side of the street, Grossman announced several new tenants, including Hair 
West, which will be relocating from its current location on Central Street in Wellesley 
Square; Leonard’s Furniture, which currently has locations in Seekonk and southern 
Connecticut; and Massage Envy. Linden Cleaners will remain on the street, but will be 
relocating into a new space. 


Demolition work on the former Professional Pharmacy building, which will eventually be 
attached to the present Roche Bros. building, has already begun, as has construction on 
the canopy at the Wellesley Bank and Bank of America buildings. California Pizza Kitchen, 
which has more than 180 locations in 27 states and five foreign countries, has already 
signed a lease for part of the space, and is scheduled to open in the spring of summer of 
next year. The portion of the building that is now occupied by Roche Bros. space will be 
renovated beginning soon after the relocation of the supermarket, and should be open for 
leasing by August. 


Construction on the Linden Square town houses, the required affordable housing 
component of the project, will also begin soon — “as soon as we have a permit,” said 
project manager David Webster. The homes, which are designed to be Leadership in 
Environmental Energy and Design certified, will be around 1,800 square feet each, with 
two to three bedrooms and two-car garages. “These are very nice units,” Webster said. 


The selectmen praised Federal Realty, and their handling of the project, though they also 
raised concerns over parking, the visibility of the Dumpster around the Cottage restaurant, 
a “perpetual puddle” outside CVS, and snow removal, all of which the company agreed to 
address. After some initial issues with snow removal during last week’s storms, the 
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selectmen were assured that the problems have been resolved, and that snow from future 
storms will be removed promptly from the property. 


Executive Director Hans Larsen also urged Federal Realty to sit down with the police and 
fire chiefs, after the two departments raised concerns about potential confusion with 
“Linden Square,” which refers to both the commercial development and the town houses. 
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
